In the Specification of my aforementioned 
Application for Patent there is described and 
claimed a holder for sheets, cards and the 
tike and particularly a holder for a motor 
vehicle licence, comprising a piece of highly 
polished thin flexible polyvinyl chloride or 
Uke sheet material in the form of a frame 
for the sheet, card, licence or the bke through 
which the latter is exposed to view one or 
more tongues projecting inwardly from the 
frame so as to overlie the edge or edges of 
die sheet, card, licence or die like and hold 
it in the frame. Highly polished 
thin flexible sheet polyvinyl chloride 
or like material (hereinafter referred 
to as P.V.C.) has the prop erty of sp- 
hering autoi™ "™Hv to hipWpohsjied sur;

Tpiece of to Teet material to, and remove 
it from, a highly polished surface such as 
a sheet of glass, very many times. 

According to .the present invention t there 
is provided ±e improvement in or modifica- 
tion of the holder described and claimed in 
my Patent No. 698,584 according to which 
40 the frame is a sheet or disc of polyvinyl 
chloride or like material a peripheral portion 
or portions of which forms the frame proper 
for the sheet, card, licence or the like, and 
a central or inner area of which forms a 
45 backing or cover for the sheet, card licence 
[Price 3s. Od.] 
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or the like. The tongues or tabs adapted to 
overlie the edges of the sheet, card, licence 
or the like are conveniently punched or partly 
cut out of the P.V.C. disc or sheet at spaced 
intervals around said inner or central zone. 

The invention will be further described by 
way of example with reference to the accom- 
panying drawing which shows an embodiment 
of the invention applied to a holder for the 
well known form of circular licence which is 
required to be exposed, to view on a motor 
vehicle. In the drawing : — 

Figure 1 is a front perspective view of the 
licence holder, and 9 

(Figure 2 is a rear perspective view and, 
shows the licence holder applied to die rear 
of a sheet of glass such as a motor vehicle 
windscreen. 

The holder shown on the drawing com- 
prises two nircular discs 10 an d 1:1 of thin 
tflpyihfc P.V.C. sheet the discs being of 
fdentical size. The disc 11 has a peripheral 
area 12, which forms a frame for the licence 
indicated at 13, and a central or inner area 
14 which serves as a backing or cover for the 
licence. At spaced intervals around the inner 
or central zone tabs or tongues 15 are cut 
or punched out of the disc 11. 

To put the licence holder above described 
into use the two discs 1 0 and 11 are first 
separate d and the arcul ar l icence is inserted 
"u^eTThTtliree tabs 15 . The two discs are, 
rhen pressed together again ensuring that the 
contacting surfaces are both clean. One disc 
w ill then adhere automatically to the ot her 
waSOifi-Jttfc. ftf „ MY extraneous adhesive. 
The car windscreen 16 and the holder are 
then wiped free from dust and the holder is 
then pressed firmly against the windscreen to 
which .it will adhere again without the us e 
of anj_ eWaneous^o^esive. ' ~
